FORESTERY NOTES 


During the month of April 
many home owners are 
puzzled by the sudden ap- 
pearance of a bright yel- 
low-orange powdery sub- 
stance on their pine shade 
and lawn trees, This yel- 
low-orange substance is 
found on cancerous-like 
swellings on branches or 
the main stem of pines, 
These swellings or can- 
kers are evident through- 
out the year, but are even 
more so when coated with 
the yellow-orange powder 
in April, The powdery sub- 
stance is actually spores 
produced by a rust com- 
monly found on loblolly and 
Slash pines, It is known 
as southern fusiform rust 
and is caused by a fungus 
whose scientific name is 
Cronartium fasiforme,

form rust destroys over 
100 million cubic feet of 
pine timber in the wood- 
lands of the South, Oddly, 
enough, fusiform rust can- 
not be passed from one 
pine to another pine, but 
must alternate in cycles 
from pine, to oak, and back 
to pine, The yellow-orange 
spores found on pines 
during April are the ones 
that infect oak trees, The 
rust spores travel through 
the air from pines to oaks 
and infect the oak leayes 
which are just becoming 
fully developed with the 
return of spring. The rust 
fungus then passes through 
a stage of growth on the oak 
leaves, During the sum- 
mer months, the rust 
reaches a stage where 
spores are formed on the 
underside of the oak leaves, 
These spores become air- 
borne and primarily in- 
fect loblolly and slash 
pines. The spores infect 
the young tender pine 
needles that developed dur- 
ing spring in the crown 
and on the branches, The 
fungus then developes fur- 
ther causing swellings and 
cankers on the pine bra- 
nehes, Thus, you have the 
complete pine, to oak, to 
pine cycle which will repeat 
itself with formation of yel- 
low-orange spores next 
April, 

Branch infections on 
pines that neyer reach the 
main stem usually have 
little detrimental effect, 
yut those that do may kill 
the tree in time, Pruning 
of infected branches be- 
fore the swelling reaches 
the main stem will con- 
siderably reduce the da- 
mage, This should be done 


when the trees are from 
two to five years old and 
less than 10 feet tall, It is 
not necessary to cut off 
branches if the infected 
area is more than L5inches 
away from the main stem, 
Care should be taken in 
pruning branches to pre- 
vent wounds to thetree that 
could lead to an infesta- 
tion of insects, It is best 
to prune in the cooler 
months to reduce chances 
of insect attack, 

Trees that have main 
stem infections should not 
be pruned, In tree farms, 
there is no economical way 
to control fusiform rust 
once the main stem be- 
comes infected, However, 
in the case of shade trees 
where aesthetic value is 
high, there is a control, 
Sodium arsenite solutions, 
commonly sold at most 
seed and feed stores as 
weed killers can be used 
to eliminate the fungus, 
However, extreme caution 
should be used when apply- 
ing this solution since it 
is highly toxic, It is sug- 
gested that it not be used 
around small children or 
pets except under extreme 
Supervision and caution, 
All chemical safety regu- 
lations and warnings by the

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label should be observed, 
Best results have been 
obtained by applying the 
sodium arsenite solution 
during the winter months, 
However, presence of the 
orange spores during April 
should define exact areas 
of infection that need to 
be treated, The solution 
may be applied directly to 
the infected cankers with 
an ordinary paint brush, 
Ihe treated area can he 
wrapped in plastic without 
reducing the effectiveness 
of the chemical, This acts 
as a safety measure topro- 
tect children and pets 
around the home, The so- 
lution eradicates the fungus 
by killing the infected tis- 


sue but not the healthy 
tissue, Since the solution 
affects only the infected 


tissue, it should not be ap- 
plied to trees that have 
50 per cent or more of the 
stem circumference in- 
fected with fusiform rust, 
If it is applied, the in- 
fected tissue will be killed, 
leaving the tree in a more 
weakened state and sub- 
ject to withthrow, Latest 
results have shown that 
treated trees with less than 
50 per cent stem circum.
